

Pellet Hits 

Edwards' 

Window 


CROWLEY, La. (A P) — A bullet-like 
projectile apparently from a pellet* 
rifle, was fired through the window ok/ 
the building housing the law firm of * 
Gov.-elect Edwin Edwards, sheriff’s 
officers said today. 

A hole was left in the window/' fix*, 
vestigators said, but the glass did not 
shatter. There were no injuries and 
no arrests. ■/; ■ 

Authorities were searching for a sus- 
pects 

The incident came two days after 
federal agents arrested a man in Ba- 
ton Rouge in connection with an al-, 
leged plot to assassinate Edwards. 
However Sheriff Elton Arceneaux of 
Acadia Parish said there was m ap- 
parent connection between the two in- 
cidents. 

Arceneaux said the projectile went 
through the front window of the build*, 
ing shortly before noon, shattered: and 
fell on the floor. 

Mrs. Penny Clements, a secretary an. 
the office, was at the front office desk 
when she heard the impact, the sheriff 
said. She said she did not see anyone 
with a weapon nor did she hear gun- 
fire. 

The sheriff said fragments of the 
projectile were being sent to the FBI 
for ■ identification.
